REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In combination with 
all the limitations recited in the independent claim, all the prior arts do not show a shunt for 
squib comprising a shunt body having a short-circuit piece and a protrusion with a root end on 
the outer face of the shunt body. The protrusion is extending fi-om the root end in a direction 
tilting toward the outside fi-om the shunt body at an angle within 90 degrees to a direction being 
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parallel to the central axis of the shunt body and heading toward the top. The top end of the 



protrusion is pushed toward a connection hole of the shunt body and undergoes deformation by 
bending. The protrusion restitutes to protrude in a fitting concave of a socket when the shunt 
body fits into the soclcet.
